Winter Brooding of Chicks 


The poultryman with proper eauip- 
ment can handle chicks in mid-winter 
with as little mortality as with April 
chicks. He may not get as high per- 
centage hatch as later on, but even 
the hatchability of eggs is being con- 
trolled by the feed. January chicks 
will cost more as eggs are higher 
priced to start with. Then it will take 
more fuel than with spring brooding. 
But there is more time for looking 
after the chicks; there may be less 
disease and mortality; broilers will 
cateh-a high market, and pullets 
should ‘be laying early in the fall or 
even in late summer when égg prices 
are at their . Of course, if many 
started ha g all their chicks in 
January the higher prices for broilers 
and eggs would be wiped out, and 
chicks hatched at some other season 
would find the best market.

DEPLORE CUTTING 
OF BLUE SPRUCE 


Objection was raised by Reeve 
Charles Rollins of Wollaston Town- 
ship, to the wholesale cutting of blue 
spruce saplings in the northern mun- 
icipalities for use as Christmas trees, 
following the reading of a communica. 
tion regarding the question of refor- 
estation and timber conservation in 
the county at the morning session of 
the Council Council on Wednesday. If 
some scheme could be made whereby 
these lands that are thick with 
growths of blue spruce could be set 
aside ahd protected, it would save the 
county a lot of money. In twenty- 
five years there would be valuable 
timber on lands that can not-now pay 
any taxes.”

Reeve Churcher: “This wholesale 
cutting of trees in our municipalities 
is one of the greatest enemies in the 
north. ‘The Agricultural Committee 
will render valuable aid to the county 
if they give a lot of their time to this 
question.

SENT BY BRITAIN

Through the British Consul General, 
Herbert Phillips, Great Britain 
Monday lodged strong protests a- 
gainst Japanese ill treatment of Brit- 
ish policemen in Shanghai. Mr. Phil- 
lips asked an official inquiry into, the

Although the fire was not discov- 
ered until pupils were preparing for 
bed Monday night, there was no loss 
of life. Without panic, the 120 nuns 
and 150 pupils fled to safety and the 
refuge of Niagara Falls homes. 

When the flames, believed to have’ 
spread from an overheated furnace 
in the basement, began shooting 
through the walls and roof, the nuns 
escorted the children from their third | 
floor dormitory to another part of the 
building untouched by fire.
